"A. Not to my knowledge. 

"Q. As the yeg,rs went by, did you ever hear stories or read 
anything that Howard was accused of having been in Dallas, 
Texas, at the time of the President's death? 

"A. X was somewhere on the road. I picked up a paper. It was 
photographs, circled photographs, showing — trying to identify 
people. And one — whether it was in what paper, I don't 
know — could have been a Washington paper, I am sure it was — 
of trying to identify people in these circles. And I think at 
that point, it indicated that they were trying to hitch it to 
that it was a picture of Howard Hunt. 
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"Q. You say you car pooled with him? 

"A. Yes. We lived within-50 yards of one another, in Sumner. 
"Q. Now, this day you. saw him in — you described it as a 
white Chevrolet? ! 

"A. This car. 

"Q. X am sorry. This car you say you saw him in, you 
described it as white Chevrolet?

"wagon, also. They had several cars. 

"Q. Were these cars cars which belonged to him? You mentioned 
a carpool. Were these cars that belonged to the Government? 

"A. No. When we say car pool, in this case it's our 
individual vehicles that we pooled, because we had to come down 
to town and there were no provisions for parking-. We footed 
that bill. 

So rather than foolishly all go in several different 
cars, we would get together and create.our own car pool. And 
' one week, he wpuld drive in, and.'the next week I would drive, 
and we had a third party and they would drive. 

"Q. So all the cars you were referring to were privately 
owned? 

"A. Personally owned, yes.
